-wcok'cnd. Although nearly a full do* 
Uyery of milk was made Sunday, 
thereby allaying tho" susplolone ot 
watchers and shbrlfTs deputies, the 
Insurgent tnflependcnt dairymen 
again renewed the strike with vigor 
on Monday, when 250,000 pounds ot 
milk were dumped, according to B. L. 
Bost, head ot tho strikers. This .was 
the total amount dumped In McHenry 
and Kane counties and In aouthcm 
. Wisconsin, 

\ The strike was 'begun a week ago 
Tuesday and Is said to be directed 
at the Pure Milk Association^ The 
i^Vtrlkers are demanding a flat.prlce of 
* 9S.6O a hundred pounds for their 
milk, with abolishment of the base 
and surplus^ system. They have, not 
received the expected cooperation 
from Lfake, Cook. Will, DeKalb, and 
Boone Counties and from southern 
Wisconsin. Any trouble which might 
have arisen' In Lako county was 
averted by stationing sheriff's depu- 
ties at tlie various factories. There 
are many In McHenry county also 
who were not In favor of the strike 
as evidenced by the action of the 
Woodstock Pure Milk local Saturday 
night when It was almost unanlmoufl- 
ly decided to deliver milk. .. ' 
. Lurtd by Fali« Promises 
McHenry- county. dairymen were led 
by strike leaders to believe .that If 
they supported the strike, they would 
be aided by l.OOO men from Wiscon- 
sin In preventing delivery of milk.

"Automobiles are responsible annually for approxi- 
rnatcly 35,000 deaths, 800.000 injuries and about one 
billion dollars in property damage. It would seem that 
the law-making and governing bodies of this country 
would make an earnest effort to locate and remedy the 
, causes. 

"When an individual enters upon a highway, it 

would seem that as long as he is within his rights he 

should be protected as to life and property. When you 

•sec some one in an old dilapidated car worth only a few 

dollars, inferior in mechanism and unstoppable as to 

■brakes, bearing down on you, it is not a pleasant feeling. 

■The poorness of their car and the fact that yours is 

•good seems to intensify their recklessness. 

"Many people who are not able to pay hospital 

bills and have their car repaired are victims of drivers 

who are not worth anything financially; also, many 

new cas are badly damaged by fiancially irresponsible 

.drivers and what can be done about it? Nothing. 

"Would it not be a good law if every state would, 
when issuing license plates, charge enough for them so 
as to pay for a liability insurance of at least $1,000? 
It would keep thousands of worthless cars off the road, 
preserve hundreds of lives, and serve in a way to re- 
place the material damage done." ■, ' . i 
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To many observers, one of the sour spots in ttic 
government at the moment is the Public Works Ad- 
ministration.. It has »been extensively criticized for 
lethargy; the money, figuratively speaking, has been 
doled out in nickels and dimes instead of dollan, and a 
coniparativcly long period of time has been taken to 
okeh the most minor project. 

The excuse for this is (hat the most unremitting 
care has been <akcn to prevent waste, graft and incf. 
ficiency 50 far as the spending of the money is con- 
cerned; in the past practically every government works 
program has been the target for suspidoru, often well 
founded, and Secretary Ickcs wants to make this one a 
model of honesty. 

So far, $1,400,000,000 has been allocated. Much 
of this was planned long ago, and certain appropriations 
were specified in other pieces of legislation. Flood con- 
trol will get $120,000,000; highways, 
000; naval construction, $238,000,000; 

projects, $70,000,000.

Pure Milk Rttaliatea ;

celed by the Pure Milk Association, 
it 'was learned early this Week. The 
Pure JVfllk officials are at present 



seeking approval of a new agreement 
In Washington to boost th9 retail 
price of milk per.quart to 11 cents. 

Wisconsin - dairymen are opposing 
this strongly, for such an action 
would mean that they will, lose a 
Chicago market for about " 500,000 
pounds of milk a day. 

Wisconsin Problem 

Tho Wisconsin milk Is used to fur- 
nish cream for Chicago, Transfer of 
the market to Illinois farmers will In- 
troduce a new factor into the base 
surplus plan under which they have 
been paid for their milk In the past. 
Under the base-surplus plan tlie dairy 
componles buy from each member of 
the association a quantity of milk 
equal to h la average production dur- 
ing three months five years ago, at 
a prlco fixed for fluid milk. This 
price at present is I1.7G a hundred 
pounds. 

This quota Is the farmer's base. 
What milk he produces over his base 
la the surplu8,for whlch-he Is paid 
at the price which the milk will yield 
when made Into. -butter, currently 
about- 77 cents. 

' 20 Cent Increase . 
Under the neW plan with the 1 
cent a quart Increase^ In the retail 
price,, the dairy oompuiiei will in- ' 



crease their base purchases by about 
36 per cenf, involving the purctiasa 
of an added 600,000 pounds daily* 
Tlioy'wlll pay 92.10 a hundrsd pounds 
Instead of the present yi.76 for, mlllc 
sold In the fluid state, and In addition 
for each 100 pound - qupta of such 
milk they will huy for .|L45 a hun- 
dred 36 pounds of milk to bo coh* 
verted Into cream* 

Tho combination of these two pric- 
es win give members of the Pure 
Milk association a so*callod blended 
price of about 11.06 a hundred pounds 
in place of the former base price oC 
11.76 a hundred.

TKem Nervous 

Even In llio best of regulated fanv 
HIeB the Bummor moniha frequently 
bring about a dlaorgonlMtlon In rou- 
tine and discipline In the lives of 
smnll preschool children. There 
are, 80 many things to do, places to 
go, people to visit and to entertain.' 
Then, too, If there are older chlldreD 
In the family, they quite often assume 
the responsibility of attending to tfa'e 
correction' of certain* faults of ttaejr. 
ypiinger brethren,- and the resnlt 
sometimes Isn't very happy. 

It can't always be helped at the| 
time; to fuss unduly about a little 
routine natter often adds to the con- 
fusion; but after Labor' Day, when 
the older ones are otT to school, and 
life 'l>eflns to settle once more into 
Itfl old patterns. It's time to check 
up and take stock of summer's rav* 
ages on the nervous and physical 
'condition of the little three-or-four- 
i. yfi^^^old. 

TToo much Indiscriminate criticism 
and activity may have taken toll on 
his nervous system and rendered him 
unaccountably Irritable.. A return to 
the serenity of pro'summer days may 
be essential for his "roco'vory"; If 
those days were serene. In so many 
homes they were not, are not, and 
will not be, duo to a succosslon of 
poutlnR, sulking, and crying spells.

Is 11 because the child Is Just "or- 
nery"? Not In most cases. 

Let Them Be Natural 

Children are not naturally bad; 
mlHchloVouH. perhaps, but not had 
anil unwilling to cooperate, Rous- 
seau, of course. Is the :cxponont of 
the school which believes In, letting 
. children live ua closely to nature as 
possible, without restraint of arti- 
ficial convention. In this land of 
metropolitan and civic centers, com- 
plete acceptance of that doctrine 
would bo stretching things, a bit too 
far. However, most successful 
mothers have found that children 
thrive bettor and moro contentedly 
with the least possible number of 
critics and "don'ts." If they are al- 
lowed an outlet for. their energy and 
natural curiosity, there will be little 
cause for thoso Irritable non'ous 
spells which are occasioned by con- 
stant opposltdon to their every de- 
sire and move. 

It has been stated tlut five chil- 
dren are Ave times as easy to raise 
ns one. Wltllo not concurring abso- 
lutely In this generalization. It .may 
quite confidently bo said that the 
moUier of two children has a much 
easier^ task than the mother of one. 
For' two children create their own 
amusement, while one little one la 
more often "underfoot" and thus ex* 
posed to a more liberal shower of 
scoldings and don'ts by a preoccu- 

^ pled elder.

A* child's will Is at once a delicate 
and hardy thing. (Oh, of course, 
some philosophers contend that there 
Is no such thing as a will; however, 
there Is something which most of us 
aro satisfied to call by that.nnme.) 
Persistently, opposed It becomes 
weak or stubbornly untractnhle. Per* 
suasion will do more than nagging 
for efTectivo diaclplluo. Lotting the 
child have his own way when there 
Is no real, valid, and Just reason why 
he shouldn't will develop self-rell- 
ancei It will also command more ra* 
spect for your refusal or opposition 
when you must give It. '

For Instance, don't say "If 
you don't brush jour teeth you'll havo 
lo go to the dentist.** 
Early Treatment Saves Future Pain. 
You, as parents, can try to keep peo- 
ple from repeating before the child ex- 
nggenited storlns of their cxiM'rlenoea 
In the dentist chair. Also, emphnaize 
to the chUd tliut g«md teeth mean good 
looks as ui'll as gnml health, and thai 
by going to the dentist regularly everj 
six months, his teeth will be kept lo 
such good condition that painful treat* 
ment will never be necessary, whereas. 
If he puts It off some serious trouble 
may develop. 

Of course there are differences In 
dentists. Select as considerate a den- 
tist as you possibly can for yonrcbihL 
r>o all you can to prevent and over- 
come your child's fears. If v«u are 
unsuccessful, take him to llie dentist 
anyway and have his twth attended to. 
To delay Is not a kindness but a cruel- 
ty. Teeth neglected In chlldbnnd will 
no ifouht give real cause for fear later 
In life.
